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Soup! Soup! Soup! |

|... We sometimes wonder if soup-mak- 
ing isea lost art in this country. One 
so rarely finds an honest-to-goodness 
flavorsome soup. ~What with ‘the 
canned varieties, powdered soups and 
bouillon cubes, the short order cook 
pays scant attention to a real soup! 
kettle. These substitutes all have their 
‘uses, and often result in better soups 
than some homemade ones, but there 
jare times when a hearty soup is 
mighty welcome. 

A neighbor of ours used to prepare 
marvelous soups for her invalid 
friends. Their unusual flavors prompt- 
ed someone to ask her husband c.n- 
cerning the ingredients. His reply was 
characteristically terse, “She seasons 
them with her brains!” It~is true 
enough that mére recipes are a small 
part of soup making. Yet there is 
nothing about their technique that 
eannot easily be learned: 


Short-cut methods answer admirably 
in making veegtable purees and cream 
soups, but genuine soup stock takes 
plenty of time. That seems to be the 
handicap which staggers a young cook, 
yet it really means little attention, 
onee the cooking is under way, and 
nearly every woman has a day at home 
occasionally. Some waggish friend 
wrote across our back door frame 
“Stay at home once in a while,” but 
we never located the source of this 
kindly advice. 

Perhaps another reason for the de- 
cline in soup-making is because soup 
is classed as just the beginning of 1 
meal, not an integral part of it. This 
is true enough of light soup, such as 
consomme or bouillon, but a rich soup 
with meat and vegetables in it may 
well be the main dish of the meal. 
light salad and fruit dessert complete 
a satisfactory home dinner. Then, it 
is just as easy when making hearty 
soup to prepare enough for another | 
meal, This can ‘*be varied somewhat 
| without much effort in case an exact 
repetition be undesirable. For the chil- 
dren’s lunch good soup. is-always rel- 
ished. They seem to prefer thickened 
mixtures, and this is easily. managed: 
with either flour, tapioca, rice, barley 
or rolled oats, The cereals give both 
body and extra food value, but’ these 
facts need not be advertised before 
finicky children. Of all fatal state- 
ments, “This is so good for you,” is 
a»out the worst. Make it taste good, 
then hold your peace. 

To get down to our soup-making. A 
good sized kettle of aluminum or 
enamel is the first requisite, and your 
preserving kettle will do nicely, if it 
has a close-fitting lid. Meat must be 
fresh, as the least bit of weathered 
Skin or trace of staleness ruins the 
flavor. Roasting obliterates an off 
taste by the rich flavor of browning, 
but meats for boiling and soup-making 
must be in prime condition. The butch- 
er will crack the bone for you. To 
secure the greatest flavor from the 
meat, cut it in small pieces and let it 
stand in the cold water at least an 
hour before heating it. The juices 
drawn out are the foundation of good 
soup, yet the true food value remains 
in the meat. So do not fancy that be- 
cause meat is dry and tasteless it has 
become useless. Added seasoning and 
fat convert the scorned soup meat into 
delicious dishes. So serve some meat 
in the soup if it is to be nourishing 
as well as palatable. 

It is obvious that meat needs long- 
er cooking than vegetables. We find 
that strong juiced vegetables such as 
carrot, turnip and cabbage produce a 
rank taste when overcooked. So we 
generally cooked the meat. for several 
hours before adding any vegetables. It 
is possible, however, when it proves 
more convenient, to add the vegetables 
at the start and remove them. as soon 
as tender. Tie them in a coarse cheese 
cloth, for easy removal. They can be 
added to the soup again at. serving 
time. aHerbs amd seasonings .may be 
put with the mieat at the start. In- 
spect the bones to be sure there are 
‘no tiny loose particles to make trou- 
ble later. Some bone is necessary for 
successful soup making. Let the con- 
tents of the kettle heat very slowly, 
after they have stood as directed, 
Peppercorns, bay leaf, thyme, garlic, 
parsley, ete., should be placed in a 
good sized tea ball so they can be re- 
movel without straining.’ The amount 
of water varies With the proportion of 
meat and bone. A quart of water to a 
pound of meat makes a flavorsome 
soup; less water gives a rich broth, 
more a thin disappointment. Soup is 
— coffee, it can be diluted. if too 

strong, but nothing under heaven can 
redeem it when weak. 

The Freneh people have a saying 
about the soup kettle which is most 
expressive. “It should only smile, never 
laugh.’ The real secret is to regulate 
the heat so the liquid barely ripples, 
never breaking into boiling bubbles. 
When once regulated it may be left 
for hours. It can’t boil over and

‘Then there is 
ample time to remove bone, seasonings 
and vegetables and let the soup get 
truly cold. In. this way the coat of 
fat becomes firm and is easily taken 
off, It forms a protection, too, if soup 
ds*te be. kept several days.” Do not 
leave any vegetables in stich stock for 
they invite spoilage, 

Dried mushrooms aré helpful in 
soup-making, onion is indispensable 
and. some of the table sauces make 
an agreeable finish. Beef is the stand-| 
ard meat, but lamb and veal make de- 
lightful. soups alone or in combination 
with beef. The shin and hock are the 
chosen cuts for soup. Often one has 
bones from a roast or steak to add to 
a fresh soup bone. Blends of several 
vegetables are ysually better than a 
single kind. It is surprising to find 
what splendid soups can be made at 
small expense, 

Casserole of Salmon. 

One can (2 cups) salmon, drained 
gnd flaked; 2 tablespoons quick cook- 
ing tapioca, uncooked; 2 cup milk; 2 
t..blespoons butter; 1-4 teaspoon salt: 
dash of pepper, dash of paprika. 

Combine ingredients in order given. 
Turn into greased casserole, Bake in 
hot oven 25 minutes, stirring mixture 
twice during. first 10 minutes of bak- 
ing.

He then 
called on the council to accept his 
plan. 

The Agreement Reached. 

Inasinuch as the proposal submitted 
by Lloyd George contemplated the 
shipment of the numbers mentioned in 
British tonnage,. leaving American 
shipping entirely free for us to use 
as we should decide, an agreement was 
soon reached, substantially as _ set 
forth in the following cablegram to 
the secretary of war: 

Following agreement 
by supreme war 

2 at Abbeville. Will cable 
more in detail later. It is the 
opinion of the supreme war coun- 
cil that, to carry the war to a 
successful conclusion, an Ameri- 
can army should be formed as 
early as possible under its own 
commander and under its own 
flag. (Then it was thought the 
war would run to 1919.) 

in order to meet the present 
emergency it is agreed that Amer- 
ican troops should be brought to 
France as rapidly as allied trans- 
portation facilities will permit, 
and that as far as consistent with 
the necessity of building up an 
American army preference be 
given to infantry and machine 
gun units for training and service 
with French and British armies; 
with the understanding that such 
infantry and machine gun units 
are to be withdrawn and united 
with their own artillery and aux- 
iliary troops into divisions and 
corps as the discretion of the 
American commander-in-chief aft- 
er consultation with the comman- 
der in chief of the allied armies 
in France. 

It is also agreed that during 
May preference should be given 
to the transportation of infantry 
and machine gun units of six di- 
visions, and that any excess ton- 
nage shall be devoted to bringing 
over such troops as may be de- 
termined by the American com- 
mander-in-chief. 

It is further agreed that this 
program shall be continued dur- 
ing June upon condition that the 
British government shall furnish 
transportation for a minimum of 
130,000 men in May and 150,000 
men in June, with the under- 
standing that the first six divi- 
sions of infantry shall go to the 
British for training and service, 
and that troops sent over in June 
shall be allocated for training and 
service as the American com- 
ma dc*-in-chief may determine, 

It is also further agreed that 
if the British government shall 
transport an excess of 150,000 
men in June, such excess shall be 
infantry and machine gun units, 
and that early in June there shall 
be a new review of the situation 
to determine further action. 

Military Situation Threatening. 
As stated in a cable from the secre- 
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adopted 
council May 
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tary of war,. received May 12, this 
agreement provided less priority for 
infantry and machine-gun units than 


recommended by the supreme war 
council. It was certzinly much more 
favorable to the ultimate formation of 
an American army than we had rea- 
son to expect, in view of the recom- 
mendations contained in Note 18 of 
the military representatives, which, as 
we have seen, had been practically ap- 
proved by the president. In the ex- 
citement over our agreement with the 
British the full purport of this com- 
mitment was not emphasized by the 
Allies during the discussion. 

Nobody more than I realized that 
the military situation was most 
threatening. Following the powerful

From the practical standpoint of 
increasing the efficiency of the Allied 
armies the argument was against the 
unqualified acceptance of Allied pro- 
posals. The nationals of no country 
would willingly serve under a foreign 
flag in preference to their own. The 
national sentiment involved was such 
that we could not possibly afford to 
enter such an agreement, except in an 
extreme crisis. 


Moreover, the added strength of a 
distinct army would be much greater 
than to have its personnel parceled out 
here and there. Another serious ob- 
jection to our mem serving in the Al- 
lied armies was the danger that the 
low morale and the pessimism in their 
ranks would react adversely on our 
officers and men; in fact, this had 
already been the case to some extent, 
especially among our men with the 
British, where the contacts had been 
close. 

As to personal relations, it was 
gratifying always to find an attitude 
which apparently regarded these dis- 
cussions, though often heated, as sim- 
ply official differences of opinion. 
There was at the same time a very 
distinct impression in my mind, and 
in the minds of many of our officers

Noteworthy Musical Occasions 


The ecunrent music season, note- 


worthy as it has been for the variety 
and excellence of its offerings, would 
have lacked a certain artistic com- 
pleteness without the two concerts 
given by the Westminster a cappella 
choir Friday afternoon and evening 
in the Atlanta Woman's Club audito- 
rium. 

These young, fresh voices succeeded 
in reviving another and an all-but- 
forgotten world of musical forms; a 
world whose beautiful complexities 
were all resolved, with what flaw- 
less, contrapuntal logic! in the sim- 
ple and all-sufficing refrain “Hallelu- 
jah!”

That effect of sonor- 
ous tides receding, or flowing in a 
powerful crescendo, was certainly bor- 
rowed from an orchestra of predomi- 
nating wood-winds, and bass violas. 
The voices blended as though they 
had been created expressly for each 
other, and under the direction of John 
Finley Williamson the chorus had 
that precision and cleanness which 
is so often missing, even in the work 
of a first-rate orchestra.

A. hopeful sign for. higher ideals 
and a higher quality of education is 
the tendency to stop begging funds 
“for our institutions from foundations 
maintained by millionaires and to rely 
more. and more upon an educated con- 
stituency that really appreeiate learn- 
ing,” Dean S. V. Sanford, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, told @he institute 
at the Atlanta Journal luncheon. 

Dean Sanford spoke on “Our Chang- 
ing Education.” He declared that 
“our institutions should be free and 
for that reason should depend at all 
times upon public funds and not upon 
benefactions,”. and stressed the im- 
portance of aiming for quality instead 
of quantity in education. 

“We are beginning to learn,” said 
the dean, “that education is not a 
charity, but a part of our national 
defense. 

“Within the past 30°years there has 
been a great revolution in education in 
this country, with the result that 
American universities have changed 
from purely intellectual agencies to 
great socializing agencies.”

TENNESSEE ROAD 
OFFICIALS DODGE

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 20.—(#) 
Under the burning light of the inves- 
tigation by the state affairs legisla- 
tive committee, Highway Commission- 
er/ Robert H. Baker and State Treas- 
urer John F. Nolan jumped out from 
the responsibility for a bundle of high- 
way withdrawal checks for nearly $5,- 
000,000 that bounced about Capitol 
Hill for eight days last October. 

Each claimed they should not be 
blamed for having more than $4,000,- 
000 of the state's money presently 
caught in the crash of four banks in 
which Rogers Caldwell, ex-financial 
lord, and Colonel Luke Lea, publisher 
and politieal leader, were interested. 

Colonel Lea, accused yesterday ot 
check kiting operations at the closed 
Liberty Bank & Trust Company,

No reply was received from invita- 
tions sent to the others to attend the 
hearing to press their charges. 

Underwood was asked to make a 
statement in the course of which he 
was questioned by Senators Hebert 
and Dill, democrat, Washington, con- 
cerning the charges that had been 
made in the « mmunications received. 

An “Independent Democrat.” 

In reply Underwood testified that 
he was an “independent democrat” 
and voted for President Hoover in the 
last election and for the democratic 
presidential candidates at the two pre- 
vious elections. He said he had never 
been active in any political campaign 
as a prohibitionist but that his ac- 
tivities had been in behalf of the cause 
of prohibition. 

As to the race question and his ac- 
tivities in that connection he said he 
“had joined an organized effort to 
try to better race relations by bring- 
ing together the best elements of the 
two races with a view to reducing 
friction, preventing lynching, assur- 
ing the negro greater justice in the 
courts, better educational opportuni- 
ties and civic improvement.” 

Underwood also told the committee 
that he had never had any difficul- 
ties with organized labor and refuted 
the charge that he had had no court- 
house experience by saying he had 
argued 15 or 20 cases before the Unit- 
ed States supreme court when he was 
an assistant attorney general. He said 
he had had no recent intimate con- 


nections with power or railroad in- 
terests. 
No Part in 1928 Campaign. 

Underwood testified he had taken 
“no part in the 1928 political cam- 
paign except to vote.” 

He also said he received no money 
reward for his efforts to improve in- 
ter-racial conditions but, on the con- 
trary, spent of his own money in‘that 
cause. 

Both of Georgia's senators, George 
and Harris, spoke highly of Under- 
wood's character and qualifications 
and recommended his confirmation. 

“These charges don’t amount’ to 
anything,” said Senator Harris. “I 
don't think they should be given se- 
rious consideration.”

From the witness stand today Com- 
missioner Baker testified that at a 
conference at the home of Colonel Lea 
last October with Treasurer Nolan 
present. he insisted that highway 
funds be redistributed in the banks 
after the republican candidate for gov- 
ernor had demanded a statement of 
state fund deposits. He said both 
Colonel Lea and Mr. Nolan agreed 
that funds should be reduced in some 
of the institutions, including the Lea- 
Caldwell institutions. 

The next day, October 20, he said, 
he summoned G. H. Briley, chief ac- 
countant, to his office and told him 
to draw 96 checks to the state treas- 
urer for delivery to Mr. Nolan, who 
would receipt them. Accordingly, he 
said, these checks were drawn: 

Eleven on the Bank of Tennessee 
totaling $2,633,200: 32 on the Hol- 
ston-Union National bank, Knoxville, 
for $1,391,102.76; two on the Holston 
Trust Company, Knoxville, for $197.- 
879.60; seven’ on the Liberty Bank 
& Trust Company, Nashville, for 
$237,721.77; seven on the Tennessee- 
Hermitage National bank, of Nash- 
ville, for $274.425, and 37 on the 
Union-Planters’ National bank, Mem- 
phis, for $127,300, making a total of 
$4.861,629.13. ' 

“It should be noted,” Mr. Baker 
said, “that 52 of these checks, total- 
ing $4,459,904 were drawn to the 
treasurer from the Bank of Tennessee, 
the Holston Union National bank, the 
Holston Trust Company and the Lib- 
erty Bank & Trust Co., which banks 
are now in the process of liquidation, 
with the result that this amount of 
state funds is unavailable.” 

The witness declared that when 
about half of the checks were drawn, 
he sent Mr. Briley with the checks to 


/Mr. Nolan. Briley returned, however, 


he said, with the explanation. that 
Nolan refused to accept them. He 
then called the treasurer, the commis- 
sioner said, and Nolan told him that 
he had not agreed to accept them. 

“I did not argue the matter with 
him but called Colonel Luke Lea. in 
order to get from him his understand- 
ing of the agreement which had been 
made the night before,” Baker's state- 
ment said. Colonel Lea stated: to me 
that Mr. Nolan had agreed on the 
previous night to take these checks 
and redeposit the amounts involved to 
the credit of the state treasurer. In 
the meantim:, all checks were com- 
pleted and signed and delivered to me, 
and I was holding them, expecting to 
have the treasurer accept them for 
redeposit. 

“On either October 21: or October 
22, I had Mr. Briley see Mr. Nolan 
again, urging him to accept the trans- 
fer of funds which we were making 
back to him. Mr. Nolan again re- 
fused, and on Mr. Briley’s return to 
my office he advised me that Mr. 
Nolan had stated that he could not, 
under the law, hold these checks more 
than three days, which was the first 
time, in so far as I know, that it 
was anticipated by any one that these 
checks would be held and not deposit- 
ed in the regular way. Mr. Nolan 
again refused to accept the checks 
and on October 28 they were can- 
celled,” 

Lea Statement. 


Colonel Lea's statement in full fol- 
lows:

A telegram sent to Buffalo, N. Y.. 
from Atlanta, during the World 
War, was the tiny seed from which 
later was to grow one of the largest 
advertising agencies in the nation.

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‘WASHINGTON, Feb. 20,—()— 
Tiegislation to atcelerate deportation 
of undesirable aliens and. to. exclude 
alien communists: from the United 
States was .reported favorably’ today 
by the house immigration committee. 

The measures @re in line with the 
administration’s -plans for a nation- 
wide campaign: to rid the country of 
undesirables. . 

The communist exclusion measure 
was by Representative Bachmann, re- 
publican, West Virginia, while Chair- 
man Johnson, of the committee, spon- 
sored the other bill. . 

The Bachmann measure would ex- 
clude alien communists by placing 
them under the same deportation, law 
as anarchists. It was one of several 
bills recommended by the Fish com- 
munist investigating committee. 

Under the Johnson proposal the 
method of handling deportation cases 
would be simplified ‘by permitting 
prosecution of an illegal entrant in 
the federal district court where he was 
apprebended..

Only the. labor 
department head can issue warrants 
under existing law. Advocates of the 
measure contended this resulted in de- 
lay and useless expense. 

The Bachmann bill would not apply 
to American born or naturalized com- 
munists, but would put the aliens in 
the same category as anarchists, The 
committee approved it unanimously. 


Bachmann explained there were sev- 
eral hundred alien communists in this 
country “who are here for the pur- 
pose of destroying our government.”

Golf would be a 
much easier and a much simpler game 
if most golfers could get this idea 
firmly imbedded in their heads or 
minds. 

It would be a much simpler 
game if most golfers could take a 
two-handed grip, which left the 
wrists relaxed and unlocked, and 
if most golfers thought only in 
terms of swinging, as Mac Smith 
has so often advocated 


Yet, for some reason, they won't do 
it. Nothing can loosen their frenzied 
grip. And all the advice ever ac- 
cumulated won't prevent their slugging 
at the ball instead of swinging at :, 
or through it. 


The Queer Mental Side. 


NE might think that a little sim- 
ple reasoning would work the 
problem out—or at least help work 
it out. One might say this as he 
walked to the tee: “I know, in order 
to give my wrists a chance, subcon- 
sciously, I must use a lighter grip and 
a smoother back swing and think in 
terms of swinging the club head, I 
will do this as I take my grip and 
address the ball.” 


But one rarely does. One is 
usually thinking of something 
else—of how far one can wallop 
that first drive—of the pits and 
bunkers ahead—of slicing or hook- 
ing, or something else. 

So all thoughts about the lighter 
grip, more flexible wrists and the 
matter of swinging fly’ over the hills 
and far away as all the old faults 
return. 


When To Think. 


HERE has been much dispute as 

to whether one should conscious- 

ly think of wrist action. A’number 
of noted professionals think this must 
be subconscious or automatic. Yet 
as L recall one conversation with 
Bobby Jones, he remarked that among 
the few things he tried to think about

was that matter of cocking the left 
wrist at the top of the swing. 


It may be that he thinks of 
this in advance, just as he is ad- 
dressing the ball.

Tales of a Wayside Tee. 
HE average golfer may know that wrist action is important—that it 
is almost impossible to swing without some’ give or bend or break- 
ing of the wrists at the topsof the swing. He may know this and believe 
it is true, and yet there are two important reasons why so few have any 


matter of tight gripping, a vise-like 


clenching of the hands upon the shaft’ which turns the wrists at once 
into wooden hinges that can’t be worked. 

The second is the deep yearning to hit or slug the ball in place of 
swinging the club head and this almost invariably locks the wrists at the 
top of the back swing. This is merely another way of stating that the

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S. L. Rothafel, affectionately known 
to thousands of radio enthusiasts as 
“Roxy,” has been the most. imitated 


theatrical man in the country. It 
was his original idea of introducing 


aters with the atmospheric prelude 
and it was from this that the presen- 
tation idea, now so customary in all 
large motion picture houses, has 
grown. 


When in 1913 Roxy undertook the 
management of the Strand theater in 
New York city, at that time the larg- 
est theater of its kind in this country, 
he introduced the first divertisement 
to precede the photoplay. Departing 
altogether from the idea of combin- 
ing vaudeville with a motion picture 
he introduced a ferm of  entertain- 
ment which chould act as a setting 
for the photoplay to come. Through 
either choral effects or the use of 
a ballet, he created an atmosphere 
which the picture later continued. 
When, as often was the case, the pic- 
ture itself did not always measure up 
to the standard which Mr. Rothafel 
could wish, his preludes were so effec- 
tive and conceived with such sincere 
artistry and imagination that the pa- 
tron was content to overlook the de- 
ficiencies of the photoplay because of 
the divertisement which preceded it. 

Passing from the Strand to man- 
agement of the newly erected Capitol 
theater, Roxy continued the develop- 
ment of his idea until the ballets and 
orchestra of that theater achieved a 
nationwide reputation. At the Capi- 
tol theater Roxy first interested him- 
self in broadcasting and surrounded 
by his company, began sending his 
programs out over the country from 
the stage of his theater. Slowly he
